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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Hindsight Is Pleasing 


In retrospect, Andover can be proud of the decision tc 
assess all property in the town at 90 percent of market 
value — as required by the law — because the courts have 
now acted to enforce provisions of the law. 

Some communities — in cases where the use of the 
property determined the percentage of assessment — now 
have to change their systems. Perhaps they will not go to 
90 percent, as Andover has done, although this is a re- 
quirement of the state law. But they will have to disturb 
their assessing practices under emergency conditions, and 
many real estate owners will be hurt in the process. For 
in communities such as Springfield, where the test case 
originated, business and industrial property has borne 
more than its share of the tax burden through heavier 
assessments. Now homeowners will pay more. 

We can be content here that there will be no need to 
suddenly and drastically revise our system. And we have 
the knowledge that ours complies with the law, as do few 
in the Commonwealth. 


Most Powerful Group 


The Board of Appeals, if it was not before, certainly 
will become the most powerful group in town. 

The addition of the truck by-law to the town’s long list 
of by-laws — if approved by town meeting — adds still 
another duty for the Board of Appeals to perform. They 
must, under this proposed by-law, give permits or deny 
them for the parking of trucks over a certain weight and 
size. 

The Board already is involved in zoning variances; it 
will hear requests by individuals to use their homes for 
private business; it will act on truck parking; its approval 
must be sought for various types of construction; in other 
words — it wields a lot of power. 

There is undeniably a tendency to refer matters to that 
Board, when other Boards want a check on something. 
It’s easy, after all, to write in a provision to refer matters 
to the Board of Appeals when they can’t be accurately 
described in the by-law, or when further control is re- 
quired than can be spelled out in thé law. 

It’s not necessarily bad to have the Board do these 
things — but it does call attention to the authority of the 
Board and the state requirement that the Board be un- 
animous in its decision to grant a variance, else turn it 
down. 

We have remarked before that this seems to set up an 
unusual situation, in that most boards and committees 
operate on a majority basis. It’s far more difficult, some- 
times even impossible, to gain a unanimous decision on a 
matter that tends to be controversial in any way. In such 
situations, one man, in the minority, can completely block 
the will of the majority of his Board. 

As this Board gets more and more power, we wonder if 
more attention should not be paid to this provision in the 
law, to see whether it can or should be changed. 


It’s Up To The Voters 


One of the debatable points about our municipal 
structure is the insecurity of elected officials when they 
try to plan for the future.

financial plan for the next few years with any assurance 


is next to impossible, for example, to adopt a 
that it will be retained. For town meeting this year can 
completely change a plan agreed upon at the same meeting 
of the year before. 

While such action reflects the will of the voters, it is 
arguable as to its benefit to the town. For there are times 
when town meeting acts on the basis of sentiment and 
emotion, not cold fact. 

It is also true that the School Committee faces this 
problem, perhaps more acutely even than the remainder of 
the town. 

The complexion of that Committee can be changed at 
one election that existing 
policies might very well be drastically curtailed or

This is one of the difficulties faced by that Committee 
when considering a salary schedule for teachers. It can 
be changed by the Committee at any time. Thus when one

Ratio Schedule 
Is Requested 


The public school administra- 
tors - curriculum coordinator, 
principals, and directors - have 
requested the School Committee 
to adopt a percentage, or ratio, 
salary schedule. 

This proposal, the group be- 
lieves, would maintain an equitable 
balance between teachers’ salaries 
as they increase on their schedule 
and the minimum paid to the ad- 
ministrative group. 

In making the suggestion, it is 
explained by the administrators 
that adoption of such a ratio will 
keep them on schedule without 
annual ‘‘bartering’’. 

The system proposes that the 
coordinator be placed at a 
minimum rating of 1.65 of the 
teachers’ $7,200 maximum. The 
rating for this position would go 
up from the minimum to 1.70 then 
to 1.75. 

The high school principal would 
be rated from 1.55 to 1.65 inthree 
steps; junior high principal from 
1.45 to 1.55; elementary school 
principals in the larger schools, 
1.35 in three steps to 1.45; ele- 
mentary principals in the smaller 


schools, 1.30 to 1.40; and all 
directors, 1.25 to 1.35. 
Under the plan, then, the ad- 


ministrators’ salaries would be 
that percentage of the $7,200 in- 
dicated by their rating. 

For example, the coordinator, 
at $7,200 times 1.65, would re- 
ceive a minimum of $11,880, Other 
salaries would increase by the 
same multiplication process. The 
group suggests, however, that 
three annual increments be granted 
to get the administrators up to 
their minimum.
